Thanks for the chart. I was poking around my crystals last 
night, but didn't have a appropriate oscillator to figure 
things out. Swept a couple with the spectrum analyzer, but 
couldn't decide if the multiplier was 53 or 54. 


Here's my contribution to Brian's dilemna: 

The frequencies in your table appear to be truncated to an 
even KC (or, perhaps, rounded, but it isn't consistent). To 
arrive at the actual operating frequency for the two-digit 
channel numbers, add the channel number to 200 and divide by 
ten. (E.g., Ch 37 is 23.7 MHz.) For the three-digit channel 
numbers, just divide by ten. 


Thus, for channel 298, dividing 29.8 MC by 72 yields 
413.8888 KC, pretty close to Brian's 413.8. Ch 297 shoud be 
spot on 412.5, and Ch 295 is 409.722 perhaps close enough to 
410. 


I wonder if the TX originally used surplus FT-241's. There 
were literally millionas of these in the market, and there 
were a number of construction articles using these to build 
lattice filters for SSB. 


There may still be a problem with series versus parallel 
resonance.

Hank/Group, 


I know we're changing the subject and right now, Hank is concerned with the 
R-390A panels, but maybe this could be the next project. :-) I thought I 
had posted a question to the lists as to whether anyone was doing TCS 
receiver and transmitter panels but maybe I just meant to. If Hank wants to 
take it on, I would be in for several, starting with the two from my keeper 
TCS-14, which have faded badly over the last half century. I've also had two 
or three inquiries recently from people with good radios but pretty bad 
panels wanting to know whether I had any good panels (I don't, at least not 
finish wise). Fortunately, unlike for example the TCS Remote, the front 
panels will come off of the receiver/transmitter without cutting any wires. 
The only moderately difficult operation is removing the retaining latch 
knobs, which are actually internally threaded and then held against rotation 
by two very small 4-flute Bristol (spline) set screws. If the screws will 
pop loose, I've never had any further difficulty in removing the knobs. What 
you are then left with in the otherwise bare panel are two (probably) brass 
bushings plus a small piece under the main tuning knob. I have never tried 
to remove these but would strongly suggest that if Hank or someone else wants 
to take on the project, they should be the ones to remove (and if necessary 
refinish) the knobs. And if necessary to the refinishing technique (I have 
always assumed that the black original finish (not the postwar gray) was an 
anodize rather than a paint process), remove and subsequently reinstall the 
bushings and tuning line. 


>OK guys I have my R-390a silk screen panels in for Hank to do his things 
>with the engraving. 


Hey! That nasty old Boar Hawg does good work. A couple of years ago it was 
R390A cover panels but I didn't get any because I had what I needed. When I 
went to the MRCG meet at San Luis Obispo Hank had some extras and they were 
perfect! Just too cool. What I want to do now is get TCS receiver and 
transmitter front panels done and at least get started on BC-610I. So...I 
will ping on Hank for a source...his being a target and all for this kind of 
thing.

I need some advice on the current market. 


Our amateur radio club here at Vanderbilt University has been moribund for 
about five years now.

The D version of the TV-7 (and possibly some earlier ones, too) had ferrite 
beads installed on all or many of the leads to the test sockets to prevent 
oscillations. 


If you examine a tester so equipped you will decide that a complete 

retrofit of yours may not be feasible. The test socket area of a TV-7 is a 
real rats nest. However, putting beads on the pins most likely used for 

the grids on just some sockets may be feasible. Also putting beads ina 
socket extender may be possible, though a recent attempt to re-assemble a 
normal Vector socket extender that had become unsoldered nearly drove me nuts 


>I've never noticed any other tube take off in my TV-7B/U. 


Try some of the more "modern" frame grid tubes or high gain tetrodes used 
in TV sets.

Many people think that they can just give something to a museum. 


Sometimes they can, and take a tax deduction for it. But they should 
not expect the museum to display it or take care of it. I sold the 
front panel of an IBM 704 to a museum for an electronic music display. 
There was great enthusiasm for this project, and I corresponded with 
some pioneers in the field. By the time the panel shipped, management 
had changed and electronic music was no longer to be featured. 


Here in Minneapolis, the Baaken museum of early medical electrical 
devices was stripped of its priceless collection and turned into an 
electricity theme park for kids. The Pavek Museum of Broadcasting 
has many interesting glowing devices, but every year the archives 
are thinned by a flea market sale. 


As for the Smithsonian, if you don't read much then watch "Indiana 
Jones and the Raiders of the Lost Ark" again, and pay particular 
attention to the ending. 


The Internet makes a more satisfactory solution possible. Take (or 
have taken) pictures of the items in your collection. Build a web 
site that requires viewers to request to see the collection, or 
otherwise filter out the dealers from the viewers. 


Personal collections could be made anonymous (and unlocatable) by 
combining the pictures into an institutional web site. Somebody 

who needs to see the item in its physical form can be checked out, 
and perhaps provide an interesting afternoon for the item's owner. 


There is still the problem of finding space for all of the items in 
a collection. That can be solved by Internet markets (mailing lists 
and auction houses). The common web site would track the changes in 
location of the item, including the dumpster when it loses value or 
is not covered ina will. 


Any museum has a problem with items donated that duplicate items in 
the collection. This does not have to be a problem for a web site. 


A shared anonymous web site needs a business plan to provide for 
maintenance of the site, as disk space required and internet traffic 
keeps growing. An informal partnership of people displaying things 
might work. There is little to lose since you still have the pictures 
if not the items. 


So, why aren't we already doing this? What aspect of human nature 
have I missed?
